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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Lang discloses the invention as broadly claimed. 
Applicant, however, asserted that Lang does not teach every element of the rejected claim nor does teach the identical invention in as 
complete a detail as recited in the claims. In response the examiner disagrees with the precedent assertion. The Applicant is interpreting 
the claims very narrow without considering the broad teaching of the reference stated in the rejection. It is important to note, the 
Examiner interpretation of the claims, wherein the examiner explicitly stated passages in the cited reference, were not even addressed. 
The applicant does not specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the reference. There 
is no mapping correspondence from the applicant's specification showing how the reference cited in the rejection is deferred from the 
invention; instead Applicant is simply detailed what the cited reference is teaching. Applicant is reminded that 37 CFR § 1 . 1 1 1 (b) states, 
a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims 
patentably distinguishes them from the references does not comply with the requirements of this section.
